Motorman Wheeler and Conductor Wall of 
the Sixty-third street electric car line will be 
arraigned before Justice Schulte this morn- 
ing in Englewood to answer to a charge of 
assault and battéry preferred against them 
by Detective Gardner of the Englewood Sta- 
tion.

Story of the Voyage. 

Off quarantine Valkyrie was boarded by a 
reporter, who.obtained the following story of 
the yoyage. Capt. W. W. Cranfield said: 
“We left Gourock July 27 with a full crew 
of forty-two men. After leaving Tory Isl- 
and thé 28th, Sunday, we ran into a fresh 
northwestern gale, accompanied by high 
seas, which blew hard for twenty-four hours 
and then moderated. Wednesday morning, 
July 31, it commenced to blow again from 
northwest to southwest, and it blew hard 
for five days, when the weather moderated 
to a light southwest wind, which lasted up 
to Cape Race. There we caught a north- 
east wind which carried us to Sable Island, 


calmed at times and lasting up to our ar- 
rival here. 

“We sighted Shinnecock light at noon to- 
day and 6:50 this evening, when twenty 
miles. west of Fire Island, we were taken in 
tow and here we are. We made 3,016 miles 
in all, and one day only made about seventy 
miles. We never carried away a rope or 
yard throughout the voyage.” 

“Do you expect to. take the America's cup 
back.with you this time?” was asked. 

After a moment's thought he replied, “I'd 
rather not say much about that, except this: 
We shall start out with a good heart to get 
the cup and we shall do the best we can. I 
know we've got a pretty decent boat this 
time, and I also feel we've got a pretty g00d 
boat te meet. I hope we shall.meet with as 
good feeling as we did on our Jast yisit.”’

GERMAN VETERANS ARE GATHERING.

gasoline.stove, and he thinks this responsi- 
ble for the blaze. . 

The loss will be $25,000. The drugstore 
formerly occupied by Robinson is now 
owned by Dennison & Co. Their loss will be 
‘$500. Jeweler “Davis will lose twice that 
amount, and’ Barton $800, Ernest Sickler, a 
cigar dealer, is out $500. The building was. 
being remodeled as a museum to be stocked 
with relics of the man accused of many 
crimes. 

The Holmes “castle” was a three-story 
brick structure with stone basement and 
foundation, and wooden bay windows. The 
building was 162 feet long and 50 feet wide, 
and from one end to the other was a laby- 
rinth of narrow passages twisting at all 
angles. 

The peculiar feature about the thirty-five 
rooms on the second floor was the number 
and location of the fifty-one doors which 
were cut in the walls in every conceivable 
place. Exits were at every hand: No 
stranger could travel the length of the build- 
ing without becoming confused. 

At the south end of the floor was a space 
in which a person could wander several dif- 
ferent ways on account of the irregular 
walls. 

The Mysterious. Closet. 


Interest centered, however, around the 
mysterious small rooms in the middle of the 
floor. From. two rooms which had access 
to the remainder of the floor was a dark 
closet into which five doors led, making it © 
in reality only a framework for doors; one 
of these doors opened into the sealed cham- " 
ber, the other into a good-sized closet. 

A steel-jacketed vault was found on the 
third floor of the castle next the office used 
by Holmes. Nobody could open this but 
Holmes. A gas pipe leading to this was 
supposed to have been used to asphyxiate 
victims, 

The castle cellar is a study. A tank con- 
taining oii, the fumes of which would de- 
stroy human life in less than a minute, was 
a feature. An elaborate furnace used as a 
crematory was built against a wall. There 
was a grate covered with sheet-iron, seven- 
ighths of an inch thick, under which was 

_another grate intended to hold fire. 

Two tanks or vaults of quicklime were also . 
discovered in the cellar. One tank found in 
the céllar of the castle was 14x16 feet in 
size. It was made of sheet-iron and was en- 
tirely covered by the cellar door. The whole 

.basement was veined with pipes and wires.

_ yment in Honor of His Grandfather at 
Battle of Gravelotte-Imposing Cere- 

‘ mony Before an Assemblage of Nota- 

 bles=Speech at the Banquet Em phasiz- 
ing Strict Obedience. . 

Berlin, Aug. 18.—There has been splendid 
weather today, which ‘is the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary .of the battle of Gravelotte, which 
had so decisive an influence upon the Franco- 
Prussian war. The anniversary was sig- 
nalized here by the laying of the founda- 
tion stone of the national monument to Em- 
peror William I. ‘by his grandson, Emperor 
William II., in the presence of many of the 
German sovereigns and other dignitaries. 

The proceedings opened at 8 this morning. 
The colors and standards of the various 
regiments, crowned with oak leaves, were 
brought upon the ground, a richly decorated 
imperial standard -being displayed in the 
center of the group. All the houses in the 
neighborhood. were . tastefully decorated, 
the windows and balconies showing streams 
of bunting and the route being crowded with 
gayly attired spectators. 

At 9 ‘o’clock a flotrish of trumpets an- 
nounced the arrival of Emperor William, 
who was received by Chancellor von Hohen- 
lohe. The Emperor deposited under the 
foundation stone of the monument to his 
grandfather a memorial document in which 
he referred to the-enthusiastic uprising of 
the German nations under his grandfather, 
Emperor, William the Great, who had re- 
stored to the Germaft nations their ardently 
desired unity and had succeeded in seeuring 
for the newly arisen empire its . proper 
weight in the system of States. 


Tribute to the German Emperor. 

Then, addressing the brilliant assembly, 
Emperor William said: 

“The self-sacrificing accord of ‘the Ger- 
man Prinees, the wise counsel and energetic 
support of Von Bismarck, the consummate 
strategy and genius of Von Moltke, the une- 
qualed courage and ability of the command- 
ers of the army. and, before all, of Crown 
Prince Frederick ‘Willfam,. the devoted fidel- 
ity of Field Marshal von Roon, and the dis- | 
cipline of the people rendered success cer- 
tain. 

“ But, also, in the direction of works of 
peace the Emperor was untiring to his last 
breath in active furtherance of the welfare 
of the working classes. The statue of W ill- 
iam the Great should form a testimony of 
the inextingutshable gratitude of the Princes 
and people of Germany.” 

At this point Count von Lerchfeld, the 
Bavarian Envoy Plenipotentiary, handed 
Emperor William a trowel, requesting that 
his Majesty would lay the foundation of a 
memorial which would remind Germany of 
the great period of its history and which 
the entire nation desired to erect to the 
founder of its unity and greatness. 


“In Memory of the Fallen.” 

After the Emperor had spread the cement 
on the stone Baron von Buel-Berenberg, 
President of the Reichstag, gave his Maj- 
esty a malilet,.at the same time declaring the 
memorial would be a bronze monument 
of the inextinguishable gratitude of the na- 
tion. The Emperor then tapped the stone 
thrice with the mallet, saying: 

“In memory of the fallen, in recognition 
of the living, and for the emulation of future 
enerations.”’ 

The imperial and royal personages present, 
beginning with the Crown Prince Frederick 
William and the Grand Duke of Baden, then 
tapped the stone in succession, while a sa- 
lute of one hundred and one guns was fired 
and the bands played. Superintenden<t- 
Géneral Faber delivered a short address 
and after the benediction the band played | 
“Nun Danke. Alle Gott.” Chancellor von 
Hohenlohe propofed three cheers for the 


est enthusiasm. The troops presented arms 
and the bands played ‘‘Heil der Kaiser.” 

The whole ceremony was most brilliant 
and all who witnessed it were deeply im- 
pressed. The surrounding streets were 
thronged with persons who had gathered to 
witness thé ceremony. Among those pres- 
ent were Count Herbert von Bismarck and 
Dr. von Schweninger. 

Speech at the Banquet. 

In the evening the Emperor attended a 
banquet at Potsdam giyen by the First 
Brigade of Foot Guards to celebrate the an- 
niversary of the war of 1870. Replying toa 
toast to his health, the Emperor said: - 

“With a full heart I thank you fo? the 
beautiful words which have given expres- 
sion to the feelings of all comrades here as- 
sembled: The. ground where we now are is 
hallowed by historic memories. From this 
spot my. grandfather of blessed memory dis- 
patched the battalions of the First Regi- 
ment of the Guards on their march Into the 
field after addressing them with inspiring 
words. Here it was that he assembled the 
First Regiment of the Guards in order to ex- 
pression the occasion of the tenth anniversary 
of his coronation his thanks and acknowl- 
edgments for their‘services during the war. 
I will be brief, for today fact speaks for us. 
The great successés which the army under 
the leadership of Emperor William, and 
more especially tHe Prussian Guards, 
achieved, derived their origin from the pre- 
cepts instilled into us by the blessed Em- 
peror. 

Plea for Strict Obedience. 

“What was it that constituted the great 
strength of the army? It was implicit sub- 
mission..to the will of its supreme com- 
mander. Therefore we ought constantly to 
remember the three virtues which he de- 
scribed as the main pillars of the army: 
Courage, honor, and implicit obedience. 
Let us, with unremitting efforts, maintain 
and strengthen these qualities. Then will 
the army remain such as the great Emperor 
created it. It will then form a basis for the 
peace of Europe and justify the saying of 
Von Moltke: ‘We are fot only strong enough 
to maintain the peace of Europe, but also to 
enforce it.’ 

“With heartfelt congratulations to the 
brigade on the occasion of this glorious fes- 
tival, which it is enabled to celebrate in 
company w' many brave comrades who 
fought th @ of St. Prival, I raise my 
glass and & to the health and welfare of 
the First —cigade of the whole body of 
evards and my army.”

NEW TELEGRAPH LINE IN NICARAGUA 


To Be Opened Soon to the Public by the 
Government. 

Managua, Nicaragua, July 20. — [Copy- 
righted Special Correspondence of the Asso- 
ciated Press.]}—The national telegraph line 
has been conipleted through the sparsely 
pepulated district of the eastern part of the 
Department of Chontalis to the Town of 
Rama, at the head of steamship navigation 
on the Bluefields River. From Rama‘ to 
Bluefields by steamer (the only route) re- 
quires eight hours, and from Rama per 
steamship to New Orleans is four and a half 
to five days. The Government of Nicaragua 
has not yet opened this line toethe public, 
but will most likely do so in a few days. 

It is possible, however, that this telegraph 
line, built by natives and extended through 
the green and frequently wet foliage of 
trees, will be unreliable, as the telegraph 
line constructed three years ago has become 
from San Juan-del Norte westward near the 
canal route in connection with the national 
telegraph lines in Western Nicaragua. 

Contract for New Steamer Line. 

A South Dakota company, represented by 
J. Lasher, completed July 10a contract with 
the Government of Nicaragua to run un- 
der Nicaragua's flag, a suitable steamship 
bi-monthly along the Carribean Sea coast of 
Nicaragua, entering all the navigable rivers 
and carrying the mails free, also carrying 
free and feeding at least twenty-five Nic- 
araguan soldiers each trip, or that equiva- 
lent when requested to do so by the Nicara- 
guan Government. The contract is for twen- 
ty years, with the South Dakota company 
to receive 62,500 acrés of lands, but the ship 
is to be used exclusively by the govern- 
ment of Nicaragua if it desires to do so, and 
in the event of loss while in the govern- 
ment’s hands the company is to receive 
5,000 additional acres of lands, all subject to 
the approval of the next Congress of Nic- 
aragua,«which is to assemble in January,

The following voioatich anent the racing 
situation from a writer in the New York 
Mercury should be read and pondered over 
by the managers of local tracks, for that 
they are true no thinking man who has the 
welfare of the turf at heart can doubt: That 
the Saratoga Racine Association made a 
move in the right direction when it decided 
to curtail its long meeting and end it on the 
23d inst. all thinking men who are famillar 
with the situation of affairs here agree. 
From the beginning to the time of the de- 
cision to shorten the meeting it had beer 
a disastrous failure, both financially and 
from a racing standpoint. Everything was 
of the most meager description; everything 
was cut to the bone, as it were, in order to 
save: ‘ Bat with the fields small, the quality 
of the contending hofses poor, this saving 
could not help matters’ materially, and so 
the association had nothing else to do but 
decide to shut down as expeditiously as pos- 
sible, with & show of decorum fitting for a 
great racing association. 

The change in the racing situation over 
last year, when things were allowed to go 
on under the sanction of the law and under 
which the proprietors of race-tracks were 
getting as rich as Croesus, has cut so deeply 
into. the revenues of race-tracks that some 
-of the owners of the proprietary courses 
cannot but show their feelings in words and 
actions. The managers of the Saratoga 
track are of this Uk. When their property 
was earning 30 or 40 per cent none were so 
blithesome or care free as they, but now they 
are losing a few dollars a day their senti- 
ments, as expressed in language inelegant, 
is uncomplimentary to the power which real- 
ly gave them the law under which they now 
exist. They are not thankful for what is, 
buf, like little children, clamor for something 
that is no more, and never likely to be again 
as it was. They cannot for the life of them 
realize that the old days of unlimited gam- 
bling have gone by and that they must be 
content, like commercial houses, with 3 or 
4 per cent profit, bad years and good years. 
In England, where racing has survived the 


»-vielssitudes of fortune for over a hundred , 


years, things are conducted on business 
principles. Everything is managed with the 
view not of gaining a fabulous fortune in a 
year, but to derive just sufficient’ profit to 
carry on the sport on a proper basis from 
year to year. This is the only way racing 
can’ exist in this State for twenty years to 
come. «Proprietary courses will go by the 
board if the present policy of seeking the 
old profits is adhered to, while tracks con- 
trolled and Kept just to pay their way will 
live.

CLOSING OF THE BUFFALO MEETING. 


Some Reasons for the Fiasco ~Fleetwood 
Park’s Coming Meeting. 

So far as the trotting interest is concerned 
the most severe. test.of New York BState’s 
new racing law:has been made during the 
last two weeks. Buffalo has, by reason of 
its thirty years asa central point for harness 
racing and the success which has hitherto 
attended the annual visit of the Grand Cir- 
cuit stables, come to be looked on as a place 
where the sulky could never diminish in 
favor. The fact that for three years a meet- 
ing that extended over a fortnight could be 
conducted there “with profit was an addi- 
tional reason for Supposing there was no 
piace in the land where this branch of sport 
was so strongly intrenched. Yet recent ex- 
perience shows the. gambling feature has 
been the main prop of Buffalo Park. 

Compared with the meeting of 1804 the 
patronage at Buffalo this year must have in- 
creased the gaté receipts. At the opening, 
with the prospect of seeing Robert J. and Joe 
Patchen in combat, the people flocked to the 
grounds in much larger numbers than on 
any one day of the previous meeting. Swal- 
lowing the disa tment of an almost in- 
excusable delay, the forgiving multitude re- 
turned twenty-feur hours later in larger 
numbers, Still the air seemed heavy with 
financial, failure in the face of apparent 
prosperity. The tion of this seem- 
ing paradox lies in loss of the large sum, 
generally supposed to be in the neighbor- 
hood of $35,000, which had previously been 
forthcoming in the shape of a bonus paid by 
the poolseliers and Sinmalers for the priv- 
ilege m. conducting the various forms of 
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ganization was formed in 1870, found it ad- 
visable to. sever the long-established con- 
nection, The younger and rival American 
association does not recognize fines or pen- 
alties other than expulsion by the older 
body, and it was necessary in this case to 
reach a number of delinquents that might 
hereafter confine their turf career to tracks 
in the West that are under the newer juris- 
diction. It is evident neither Hamlin nor 
his subordinates had any notion of the 
trouble they were brewing when the pro- 
gram was made up last winter on the for- 
felt plan.

Fortunately for the future of harness rac- 
ing in New York State the mistakes made at 
Buffalo were not re ted by either of the 
two tracks that claim the attention of the 
Grand Circuit on velnnte during the balance 
of this month. The association at Roches- 
ter, feeli the need of prudence, went back 
to the modest program of former years, and 
the meeting which begins there tomorrow 
occupies only four days. 

From present appearances Fleetwood 
Park is to have a meetivg that will do much 
to counteract the impression that trotting is” 
on the wane in the State at large. Scarcely 
had the anti-betting amendment become a 
part of the organic law when the Driving 
club of New York issued its invitation to the 
country. This was in the form of nine 
purses, guaranteed to bé worth $22,000, no 
matter how few entries were made in any 
one of the classes. The period was a critical 
one and by no means promising, yet the re- 
sponse exceetied the expectation of thé most 
sanguine member.: Not in* promises to pay, 
but in good coin of the realm did the ownérs 
and trainers signify their appreciation of 
what New York was doing to keep alive a 
pastime that was born and nurtured on the 
banks of the North River and the shores of 
Long Island.

For the first time in the history of local 
century riding the Bigin-Aurora course has 
been ridden in less than six hours. Fred Stob- 
bart of the Thistle Cycling club performed 
the trick yesterday in 6:53:18 2-6, clipping 
16:23 3-5 .off Arnold Wescott’s record of 
6:03:42. Stobbart started from 'Washing- 
ton boulevard and Halsted street yesterday 
morning at. 4:30 o’clock, Streeter and Mc- 
Logen, on tandem, setting pace to Melrose, 
the heavy fog which prevailed at that time 
making riding diffeult: At Melrose the well- 
Ahown long-distance rider, W. B. Twyman, 
in company with Kent, Wylie, Knackstadt, 
and Sullivan, relieved the tandem. They 
‘carried him as far as Bloomingdale, but as 
the fog still continued so he could not follow 
pace satisfactorily he left his pacemakers 
and rode from this point into Elgin without 
pace. 

Elgin was reached at 6:24 0 ‘clock. From 
Elgin to Aurora Myers and Hewitt on a 
tandem, with: F. Bone on a single wheel, 
pulled him through in 56 minutes, which is 
remarkably fast, as the distance between 
these points is twenty-two..miles. Bay- 
schou, Bezenek, and Condon caught him at 
Aurora and carried him to Downer’s Grove, 
where Weage, Stambaugh, Jacques, and J. 
Stobbart took him off their hands and car- 
ried him to ‘Hinsdale, where Fitzgerald and 
Herschberger on a tandem were awaiting 
them. ‘ Stobbart stoppéd a few moments at 
this point to be rubbed down arid to partake 
of some refreshments. The tandem. team 
then proceeded to bring him into the city. 
+It> was assisted by Weage, Jacques, and 
Stambaugh, who remained until the end of 
the journey. 

He finished in the presence of a.large 
crowd of spectators at 10:23:18 3-5. He was 
seomingly fresh at the finish, and refused 
to allow his friends to carry him up-stairs 
to the hotel. The Thistle club boys were 
highly elated over Stobbart’s success; and he 
was escorted to the club-house by 100 of the 
members. A great deal of credit for Stob- 
bart’s success is due ‘to Mr, Ed’ Bryant, 
trainer of the Thistle Cycling club, who has 
charge of Stobbart and has trained him for 
this event. Bryant says Stobbart can cer- 
tainly put the record down to five and a half 
hours if he makes another trial, but he says 
he is willing Stobbart should wait until 
some of the other cracks attempt to lower 
it. and if they succeed Stobbart will at- 
tempt to make a new record for the-course. 
The timers and judges were George Stewart, 
F. D. McGuire, and John West. 


Westcott. Will Go to Beat It.

I wailed suggest that in order to do away with 
this overcrowding and the evils which might 
urise from the same that the most pressing nepds 
at Dunning are more ‘idinas. more attendants, 
and a larger resident medical staff. Under the 
present new system of administration the food 
supplies of the patients and the methods of feed- 
ing them appear to be all that couid be desired. 
The precautions taken by the management ia 
case of fire seem te comprise aii that modern in- 
pwenuity can devises might be 
looked upon. as satisfactory. if it wore 
not _ that the water supply is sadly 
inadeqt ate. However, work is being pushed on 
rapidiy to connect the asy!um buildings with the 
city water mains and when the work is com- 
pleted the dangers and possibile horrors of « tire 
wili be reduced to a minimum. 

In conciusion I would reiterate that the pres- 
ent needs of the Cook County Insane Asylum are 
more buildings, more attendants, more resident 
physicians, anda special train schoul con- 
ducted by the resident physicians for the benefit 
new and inexperien attendants ap- 
pointed by the Civil Service Board.

HOW SUNDAY PASSED AT DUNNING 


President Dan Healy and Commissioner 
Cunning Look Around There. 

President Dan Healy and Commissioner 
Cunning spent yesterday at the insane 
asylum. It was hot for one man out there. 
He was the first offender under the civil 
service rules, and his suspension took place 
within a minute of the morning report reach- 
ing Supt. Morgan. John Nordstrum, the 
man in question, figured on the pay-roll as 
an..outside, watchman at the poor house, 
He had only been there a month, was 6 
years old, and is said to have failed badly 
in his civil service examination. Yesterday 
he obtained leave of absence and imbibed 
too freely of Clark street whisky. Then he 
turned his unsteafly steps towards Dunning. 
He has twenty-four hours option of resign- 
ing under charges or facing the trial board. 

“I suspended this man at once,” said the 
Superintendent in reporting the matter to 
President Healy. “‘He came in drunk. He 
has the option of resigning at once, or before 
the Civil Service Commissioners he goes 
fot trial. I intend to execute the provisions 
of the law strictly and to the Jetter.”’ 

Then. President Healy sat informally to 
hear any complaints. The first applicant for 
justice was the poor house knife grinder. 
Long and rambling was his tale of woc. 
He wanted clean linen and collars each day 
and merited a place on the pay-roll. He 
even was desirous of essaying the civil ser- 
vice examination. In default of this he 
would like money to visit the city. Some 
other inmate had called him names. His 
visits to the city he admitted generally 
ended with inebriety. He could not promise 
to support himself and see the poor house no 
more if funds were found him to go to Chi- 
cago. 

Found After Nineteen Years. 

Supt. Morgan told of a curious incident in 
his daily work. Nineteen years ago an in-, 
sane patient reached the asylum. None in- 
quired for or visited him. He had no friends. 
In the course of time the man was trans- 
ferred to Kankakee. Yesterday, as a re- 
sult of the exposures of the outrages, the 
man’s friends called for the firsttime. They 
were referred to the asylum in which the 
‘patient now is. 

Mr. Morgan also exhibited a letter from 
a prominent Southern railroad official, 
thanking the poorhouse authorities for kind 
treatment of his brother. The inmate had 
written extolling the asylum, and the more 
fortunate brother was sending for the wan- 
derer to return home. ‘In reply to a request 
for an interview President Healy said: 

**] am in favor of a full, free, and open in- 
vestigation. The investigators can have 
the big assembly room for their sessions. 
I hope they will.investigate everything and 
everybody. Let them begin with the Coni- 
missioners themselves and delve into the 
deeds of the past. 
subjects ripe and at hand for inves tion. 
Have I any knowledge of John Parr? Yes. 
I know the man and would not attribute 
much importance to the alleged informa- 
tion he is peddling around the newspaper 
offices. When he was appointed county un- 
dertaker he seemed to imagine he owned 
the entire plant at Dunning. Not only was 
he meddlesome, officious, and useless, but 
he neglected his own duties. There were ir- 
regularities in his department and he was 
discharged for cause. You can form a good 
idea of the value and reliability of his charges 
when I tell you that he sent me a letter last 
night to say that the newspapers were after 
rg He wanted to know if I had anything 

say to him. He is an office hunter out 

of a gg I sincerely hope he will before 
any Neg pig at and under oath detail his.

FOOD TO EAT NOT FIT FOR EVEN A DOG. 


Commissioner Ritter declares he will give 


the Dunning investigating committee the 


full benefit of the knowledge he possesses 
of affairs at the asylum. He says he is able 
to substantiate every statement he makes. 

“ Another thing I want to say,’ said Mr. 
Ritter, “is that the patients at Dunning are 
served with food that I would not offer a 
dog.”’ 

* But Supt, Morgan says the institution 
is provided with the best of every kind of 
food.” 

“ Yes; but do the patients get it? I say 
they do not. We order the best and the 
poor unfortunates whom the taxpayers of 
this county are glad and willing should re- 
ceive the most nourishing food are served 
with the vilest kind of stuff. This is not 
idje talk, for 1 do not make any assertions 
I cannot substantiate. 

“lL insist that these abuses and brutal 
actions would be going on today if it were 
not for the Pucik murder. Has the civil 
sevice examination resulted in any remedy”? 
Has an attendant at Dunning been removed 
because he did not pass his éxamination? 
This civil service business as it is now con- 
ducted is a huge farce. It is strange the ex- 
amination papers of Gough and Anderson 
should be picked out and held up to public 
gaze. I can assert that there are ten men 
employed at Dunning today who dan neither 
read nor write. It is not reasonable to be- 
lieve that such people are intelligent enough 
to have the care of these unfortunates and 
irresponsible people, yet they can stay there 
as would Gough and Anderson had not the 
Pucik murder been exposed, so long as Dan 
Healy chooses. The civil service law says 
no man over 55 years of age shall remain in 
the service of the county. That means that 
the old soldiers who fought and bled in pre- 
serving the Nation should go out and starve. 
while a relative of a man in power, 70 years 
old, retains his position and place on the 
equnty pay-roll. 

‘l:am in favor of a free, fair, impartial 
investigation, by whom it matters not, so 
long as its honesty is assured, I insist that 
Dunning shall be in charge of an able, com- 
petent physician, indorsed by the medical 
profession of Cook County. I insist that 
such superintendent be provided with suffi- 
cient assistance and that the attendants and 
all those having the charge of insane pa- 
tients shall be intelligent, humane, and de- 
cent members of the community, of good 
character, not butchers and blacksmiths, 
with no sense of humanity, and unable to 
make a living at their alleged vocation.” 


HE DOES NOT THINK BODIES ARE SOLD 


County Undertaker Gibbs Thinks Traffic of 
This Kind Unlikely .Now. 

County Undertaker Gibbs was asked if he 
ever knew of bodies being sold from the 
county institutions and if it was possible for 
such a traffic to be carried on without the 
knowledge of the Coroner. He said: 

“No. Under the system we now have! 
don’t believe it possible for any one not en- 
titled to the remains of an inmate to get 
them, The names and addresses of friends 
are placed on the record, and in case of death 
they are notified and no one else would be 
allowed to get the remains.’’ 

“How about the case of a man who has no 
friends?” 

“In such a case I should be careful as to 
whom I would deliver the remains, and 
would only give them up after a thorough 
investigation of the claims of outside per- 
sons,”’ 

‘How about the bodies which come to Dun- 
ning from the County.Hospital or the De- 
tention Hospital? Is there any chance for 
them to get mislaid in transit?’ 

“No, there is not. The receiving clerk at 
the County Hospital has a record of ali the 
bodies brought there and forwarded to me, 
and the man who drives the wagon must 
bring back receipts. We keep a record of 
the disposition of all the dead brought from 
outside places as well as of those who die 
here.”’ 

“Tiave you ever heard of bodies being sold 
under former administrations?”’ 

‘“*Well,. that is something I do not care to 
talk about. I do not take much stock in 
talk of that sort, anyhow.” 


PROMINENT CITIZENS GO TO DUNNING. 


oO. Ss. A. Sprague and Mr. Hibbard Shown 
the Place by Mr. Morgan. 

Two prominent Chicagoans made a tour 
of inspection at Dunning Saturday. O. 68. A. 
Sprague went over the entire institution in 
company with Mr. Hibbard, conducted by 
Supt. Morgan and Supérvisor Cadotte. They 
spent much time examining the state of each 
ward, questioning both inmates and attend- 
ants. They also went over the county poor- 
house, looked over the storekeeper’s depart- 
ment, and inspected the food supplied the pa- 
tients. 

“TI wish more of Chicago’s prominent men 
woud spare a day and come over the institu- 
tion,”’ said Supt. Morgan. ‘The value of such 
actual and unexpected inspection cannot be 
overestimated, and is the desire of every 
official here. I will always take time ito 
show representative citizens over the entire 
institution. They are welcome to come 
whenever they please and without any no- 
tice. So far as I could judge by their re- 
marks Mr. Sprague and his friend were sat- 
isfied with all they saw. The overcrowding 
was the principal fault they noticed, but that 
is a matter for which the officials here can- 
not be blamed. We have to take in, house, 
feed, and care for every patient sent here, 
and they are sent every day. I was pleased 
to show them over Dunning, and sincerely 
trust many will follow their lead and exam- 
ine the institution carefully.”

Sunday at Lake Geneva and an interview 
with him could not be had last night. 


Is A DUMFPING-GROUND FOR LUNATICS. 


Farmers Kesponsible for the Presence of 
Many Cranks at Washington.

caped lunatics. Farmers in Maryland and 
Virginia, on the principal roads leading out 
of the district, derive quite an income by 
picking up poor, demented fellows who, by 
exerting a peculiar ingenuity that belongs 
to crazy persons,/manage often to elude the 
attendants and sScaie the walls of the Na- 
tion’s big mad-house.

The farmers drive straight 
to the asylum with their prisoners, and there 
the clerk examines the demented men, looks 
over the records, and announces that the 
men were never confined there. 

Then the farmers proceed to some quiet 
part of Washington, drop their crazy vic- 
tims into the street, to.wander around until 
they attract the attention of the police, are
